THE OHIO FALLING AT MANY POINTS. 


Logs Worth a Fortune Swept Away 
in Kentucky—Snow and High 
Winds Cause Great Dis- 
tress in Georgia. 


Cincinnati, March 8.—The end of the 
big flood here is in sight, thanks io the 
cold weather prevailing throughout the

a half to two feet of what would have 
been the maximum flood at Cincinnati 
had the weather prevailed warm. At 
nine o'clock Tuesday night the stage 
here was 56 feet and 8 inches, rising 
at the rate of one inch and a quarter 
hourly. At all points above Marietta 
the river is falling. Between Marietta 
and Point Pleasant it is rising. From 
Point Pleasant to Cincinnati it is fall- 
ing at intermediate points except at 
Manchester, 60 miles above here, where 
it is rising slowly. The swell between 
Marietta and Point Pleasant is from the 
outpour of the Monongakela at Pitts- 
burgh. Unless the weather changes 
that rise will never catch the flood at 
this point. On the same condition the 
river will reach its maximum of about 
5714 feet. 
Stops the Trains. 

At. Portsmouth the Cincinnati, Ports- 
mouth & Virginia railway trains have 
been stopped by floods on the track and 
washouts. Suffering by people driven 
from their homes in that city con- 
tinues. Several small dwellings in the 
water-soaked districts on East Front 
street have been lifted off their foun- 
dations by the winds. Business men in 
that city in the flooded regions are se- 
rene now that thé worst has passed. 

Huntington, W. Va., reports great 
suffering on the Guyan river from peo- 
ple living in the lowlands who were 
driven from their homes. A steamboat 
loaded with provisions left Hunting- 
ton for the relief of those people Tues- 
day. Central City, a small place above 
Huntington, is a great sufferer from 
the flood.. 

At Newport, Ky., opposite here, one 
street car line has been flooded so as to 


stop the running of cars, Fifty fam- 


ilies have been driven from their homes 
and have taken refuge in public build- 
ings or with their friends, and should 
the river rise to 5714 feet 25 more fam- 
ilies will be driven out of their homes. 
No business houses in Newport have 
been affected. Covington is more for- 
tunate and has escaped almost entirely. 

In Cincinnati all business affected by 
flooding of cellars has been amply pro- 
tected from any probable future dan- 
ger. Dwellings, except the low tene- 
ments in Rat Row and Sausage Row, 
have not. been touched. There is prac- 
tically no interruption to railroad traf- 
fic of any sort in Cincinnati. No trains,

IMPORTANT BUT LARGELY ADVISORY. 


The Military Government to Be Con- 
tinued—Commissioners to Recom- 
mend Measures for Mainte- 
nance of Order and Peace. 


New York, March 8. — A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Washington says 
that renewed interest in the situation 
in the Philippines is awakened by the 
establishment at Manila of the civilian 
members of the commission which has 
been designated by the president to 
represent him inthe archipelago, The 
speculation regarding the duties of this 
commission and tre authority it will 
have in the colonial government are set 
at rest. by the publication of the order 
issued by the president to the secre- 
tary of state. It will be noted that the 
military government of the islands 
under Gen. Otis will be continued with- 
out interference until congress makes 
other provision and that the commis- 

_sion’s powers, while important, are 
largely advisory. The order says: 


“In order to facilitate the most humane, 
specific and effective extension of authori- 
ty throughout these islands and to secure 
with the least possible delay the benefits 
of a wise and generous protection of life 
and property to the inhabitants, I have 
named Jacob G. Schurman, Rear Admiral 
George Dewey, Maj. Gen. Elwell S. Otis, 
Charles Denby and Dean C. Worcester to 
constitute a commission to aid in the ac- 
complishment of these results. 

“In the performance of this duty the com- 
missioners are enjoined to meet at the 
earliest possible day in the city of Manila 
and to announce by a public proclamation 
their presence and the mission intrusted 
to them, carefully setting forth that, while 
the military government already pro- 
claimed is to be maintained and continued 
fo long as necessity may require, efforts 
will be made to alleviate the burdens of 
taxation, to establish industrial and com- 
mercial prosperity, and to provide for the 
safety of persons and of property by such 
means aS may be found conducive to these 
ends. : 

“The commissioners will endeavor, with- 
out interference with the military authori- 
ties of the United States now in control 
of the Philippines, to ascertain what 
amelioration in the condition of the inhab- 
jtants and what improvements in publie 
order may be practicable, and for this pur- 
pose they will study attentively the ex- 
{sting social and political state of the vari- 
6us populations, particularly as regards 
the form of local government, the adminis- 
tration of justice, the cellection of customs 
and other taxes, the means of transporta- 
tien and the need of public improvements. 

“They will report through the state de- 
partment, according to the forms custom- 
bry or hereafter prescribed for transmit- 
ting and preserving such communications, 
the results of their observations and re- 
flections and will recommend such execu- 
tive action as may from time to time seem 
to them wise and useful. 

“The commissioners are hereby author- 
ized to confer authoritatively with any per- 
sons resident in the islands from whom 
they may believe themselves able to de- 
pive information or suggestions valuable 
for the purposes of their commission, or 
whom they may cheose to employ as 

ents, as may be necessary for this pur- 

ose. 
“The temporary government of the is- 
lands is intrusted to the military authori- 
ies and will continue until congress shall 
etermine otherwise. The commission may 
render valuable services by examining with 
ppecial care the legislative needs of the 
Various groups of inhabitants and by re- 
orting, with recommendations, the meas- 
res which should be instituted for the 
maintenance of order, peace and public 
welfare, either as temporary steps to be 
taken immediately for the perfection of 
resent administration, or as suggestions 
or future legislation. 

“In so far as immediate personal changes 
in the civil administration may seem to be 
advisable the commissioners are empow- 
ered to recommend suitable persons for 
appointment to these offices from among 
the inhabitants of the islands who have 
previously acknowledged their allegiance 
to this government. 

“It is my desire that in all their relations 
with the inhabitants of the islands the 
commissioners exercise due respect for all 
| the ideals, customs and institutions of the 
tribes and races which compose the pop- 
j ulation, emphasizing upon all occasions the 
just and beneficent intentions of the goy- 
ernment of the United States.”

other powers had been sounded. What 
China will do as to accepting or reject- 
ing the Italian claims Mr. Wu has not 
been advised officially. 

The recent visit of Admiral Lord 
Beresford afforded an opportunity for 
exchange of views between him and 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassadop, 
and Mr. Wu, all of whom are intimate- 
ly familiar with the large questions en- 
grossing China. Lord Beresford had 
conferred with officials of the tsung- 
li-yamen and with the viceroys and 
leaders. The result of all his study of 
the Chinese question was summed up 
in the belief, openly announced, that 
Great Britain, Germany and the Unit- 
ed States and Japan, having the bulk 
of commerce and interest in China, 
should unite to protect these interests 
by assuring to China a stable govern- 
ment, free from the constant harass- 
ment of movements from without 
territorial acquisition.

Manchester, 60 milesabove here, where 
it is rising slowly. The swell between 
Marietta and Point Pleasant is from the 
outpour of the Monongahela at Pitts- 
burgh. Unless the weather changes 
that rise will never catch the flood at 
this point. On the same condition the 
river will reach its maximum of about 
5714 feet. 
Stops the Trains. 

At. Portsmouth the Cincinnati, Ports- 
mouth & Virginia railway trains have 
been stopped by floods on the track and 
washouts. Suffering by people driven 
from their homes in that city con- 
tinues. Several small dwellings in the 
water-soaked districts on East Front 
street have been lifted off their foun- 
dations by the winds. Business men in 
that city in the flooded regions are se- 
rene now that thé worst has passed. 

Huntington, W. Va., reports great 
suffering on the Guyan river from peo- 
ple living in the lowlands who were 
driven from their homes. A steamboat 
loaded with provisions left Hunting- 
ton for the relief of those people Tues- 
day. Central City, a small place above 
Huntington, is a great sufferer from 
the flood.. . | 

At Newport, Ky., opposite here, one 
street car line has been flooded so as to 
stop the running of cars. Fifty fam- 


ilies have been driven from their homes 


and have taken refuge in public build- 
ings or with their friends, and should 
the river rise to 5714 feet 25 more fam- 
ilies will be driven out of their homes. 
No business houses in Newport have 
been affected. Covington is more for- 
tunate and has escaped almost entirely. 

In Cincinnati all business affected by 
flooding of cellars has been amply pro- 
tected from any probable future dan- 
ger. Dwellings, except the low tene- 
ments in Rat Row and Sausage Row, 
have not. been touched. There is prac- 


tically-no interruption to railroad traf- 


fic of any sort in Cincinnati. No trains, 


however, can now enter the Grand Cen- 


tral depot. A few gardens in Mill 
Creek valley have been flooded, but 
most of them are so much farther up 
that stream than formerly as to be 
clear out of danger. 

‘Booms in Kentucky River Break. 

Lexington, Ky.,, March 8,.— An al- 
most unprecedented loss follows the 
breaking of booms in Kentucky river. 
It is estimated that fully -$1,000,000 
worth of logs have been lost in this 
way at Jackson, Beattyville, Valley 
View and other points. The Lexing- 
ton & Eastern railway has been a 
heavy loser. Above Clay City its 
tracks were submerged in some places 
to the depth of five feet, while in 
some places the tracks were washed 
away. 7 ? 
Snow and High Winds in Georgia. 

Atlanta, Ga., March 8.—The heavy 
rain of Saturday and the cold wave 
of Sunday were followed by high winds 
and snow in many parts of the state. 
At Monroe the depot was unroofed and 
quantities of goods blown away. The 
roofing on the buildings of the Monroe 
Oil company was torn off, damaging the 
machinery. .A -number of smaller 
dwelling houses were blown down. 
Rome and Quitman, Ga., were visited 
by heavy snows, and farmers report 
the complete destruction of crops. Live 
stock was killed near Opelika, Ala., and 
all fruit which was not killed by the 
cold wave three weeks ago was lost 
Monday night. | | 

; At Charleston, W. Va. 

Charleston, W. Va., March 8.—Mon- 
day night was one of discomfort and 
actual suffering.: The slow falling of 
the water, added to the low tempera- 
ture, made the situation a gloomy one. 
Many business men were compelled to 
use boats to seek provisions and fuel. 
Even the governor was forced ito use 
a boat to go from the executive man- 
sion to his office in the state house. 
Much drunkenness and disorder pre- 
vailed. The loss to timbermen up Elk 
river will be heavy. That river trav- 
erses the heaviest logging district of 
the state. Immense rafts are torn 
loose and rush down into the Kana- 
wha, sometimes doing heavy damage 
to coal docks, barges and tipples. 

ice Gorge in the Delaware. 


Honesdale, Pa., March 8—The ice 
gorge in the Delaware river is doing 
great damage at Callicoon Depot, N. 
Y. All the ice from the headwaters is 
jammed into a six-miles’ space from 
Big island, two miles below: Callicoon, 
to four miles. above. The bridge over 
the river, completed January 1, is bad- 
ly damaged and in danger of being car- 
ried away. The main street of the 
town is under water. The river is now 
falling and there are no prospects of 
the gorge breaking.

other powers had been sounded. What 
China will do as to accepting or reject- 
ing the Italian claims Mr. Wu has not 
been advised officially. 

The recent visit of Admiral Lord 
Beresford afforded an opportunity for 
exchange of views between him and 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassaGop, 
and Mr. Wu, all of whom are intimate- 
ly familiar with the large questions en- 
grossing China. Lord Beresford had 
conferred with officials of the tsung- 
li-yamen and with the viceroys and 
leaders. The result of all his study of 
the Chinese question was summed up 
in the belief, openly announced, that 
Great Britain, Germany and the Unit- 
ed States and Japan, having the bulk 
of commerce and: interest in China, 
should unite to protect these interests 
by assuring to China a stable govern- 
ment, free from the constant harass- 
ment of movements from without 
territorial aequisition. Mr. Wu does 
not commit himself on the wisdom of 
Lord Beresford’s plan of solving the 
Chinese problem, but he is inclined to 
believe that his lordship’s mission, 
which thus far is unofficial andin be- 
balf of the chambers of commerce of 
Englagg, after his return to England 
will have official results. :

commission and tke authority it will 
have in the colonial government ure set 
at rest by the publication of the order 
issued by the president to the secre- 
tary of state. It will be noted that the 
military government of the islands 
under Gen. Otis will be continued with- 
out interference until congress makes 
other provision and that the commis- 
sion’s powers, while important, are 
largely advisory. The order says: 


“In order to facilitate the most humane, 
specific and effective extension of authori- 
ty throughout these islands and to secure 
with the least possible delay the benefits 
of a wise and generous protection of life 
and property to the inhabitants, I have 
named Jacob G. Schurman, Rear Admiral 
George Dewey, Maj. Gen. Elwell S. Otis, 
Charles Denby and Dean C. Worcester to 
constitute a commission to aid in the ac- 
complishment of these results. 

“In the performance of this duty the com- 
missioners are enjoined to meet at the 
earliest possible day in the city of Manila 
and to announce by a public proclamation 
their presence and the mission intrusted 
to them, carefully setting forth that, while 
the military government already pro- 
claimed is to be maintained and continued 
fo long as necessity may require, efforts 
will be made to alleviate the burdens of 
taxation, to establish industrial and com- 
mercial prosperity, and to provide for the 
safety of persons and of property by such 
means as may be found conducive to these 
ends. . 

“The commissioners will endeavor, with- 
out interference with the military authori- 
ties of the United States now in control 
of the Philippines, to ascertain what 
amelioration in the condition of the inhab- 
jtants and what improvements in public 
order may be practicable, and for this pur- 
pese they will study attentively the ex- 
{sting social and political state of the vari- 
6us populations, particularly as regards 
the form of local government, the adminis- 
tration of justice, the cellection of customs 
and other taxes, the means of transporta- 
Hien and the need of publicimprovements. 

“They will report through the state de- 
partment, according to the forms custom- 
ary or hereafter prescribed for transmit- 
ting and preserving such communications, 
the results of their observations and re- 
fiections and will recommend such execu- 
tive action as may from time to time seem 
to them wise and useful. 

“The commissioners are hereby. author- 
jzed to confer authoritatively with any per- 
pons resident in the islands from whom 
they may believe themselves able to de- 
ive information or suggestions valuable 
fer the purposes of their commission, or 
whom they may cheose to employ as 
ents, as may be necessary for this pur- 
ose. : 

“The temporary government of the is- 
lands is intrusted to the military authori- 
ies and will continue until congress shall 
hetéersiie otherwise. The commission may 
render valuable services by examining with 
bpecial care the legislative needs of the 
Various groups of inhabitants and by re- 
orting, with recommendations, the meas- 
res which should be instituted for the 
maintenance of order, peace and public 
welfare, either as temporary steps to be 
taken immediately fer the perfection of 
resent administration, or as suggestions 
or future legislation. 

“In so far as immediate personal changes 
in the civil administration may seem to be 
advisable the commissioners are empow- 
ered to recommend suitable persons for 
appointment to these offices from among 
the inhabitants of the islands who have 
previously acknowledged their allegiance 
to this government. 

“It is my desire that in all their relations 
with the inhabitants of the islands the 
commissioners exercise due respect for all 
the ideals, customs and institutions of the 
tribes and races which compose the pop- 


į ulation, emphasizing upon all occasions the 


just and beneficent intentions of the gov- 
ernment of the United States.” 


CONFEDERATE DAUGHTERS. 


Local Chapter at Savannah, Ga., Pro- 
test Against President’s Offer to 
Care for Soldiers’ Graves. 


Savannah, Ga., March 8.—The local 
chapter of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, which is the original chap- 
ter of the organization, has adopted 
resolutions strongly protesting Presi- 
dent McKinley’s suggestion respecting 
the federal care of confederate graves. 
The resolutions say: 


“With full appreciation of the impulse 
expressed in that sentiment we shrink in- 
stinctively, with hushed and holy sorrow, 
from yielding the slightest assent. The 
graves of the confederate dead are our 
pilgrims’ shrine. From their hallowed 
hearts eternally ascend mute protests 
against all assaults upon constitutional 
liberty. The records these incomparable 
heroes made furnish the brightest pages 
in American annals, wrought out by men 
of loftiest mold. Only reverent hands 
should lay memorials over their conse- 
erated dust. 

“To the women of the south this sacred 
trust must be reserved through all gen- 
erations.’’

either of them, and request the Presi- 
dent to recommend legislation, based on 


the report of the commission, to the 


next congress. This legislation was ob- 
tained by a united lobby maintained by 
the Panama Canal Company and the 
New York syndicate that claims to have 


a concession for the Nicaragua canal. 


To prevent definite legislation was mu- 
tually beneficial to these parties, but 
from. now on they will be working 
against each other, as both are after 
Uncle Sam’s money.

Assaulter Lewis Goes Up for 
Ten Years. 


Only Ono Ballot Was Taken by the 
Jurp to Find Him Guilty — A 
Record Made for Quick Justice. 


“Gentlemen of the jury, have 
agreed upon a verdict?” 

“Wie have,” said the foreman. 

“What is that verdict—guilty or not 
guilty ?” 

“Guilty, as charged.” 

George Lewis, the brute who assault- 
ed Mrs. Wm. Mason, hung his head as 
these words ‘were pronounced. The 
brand of the rapist was fastened upon 
him forever, and he knew that he must 
pay the penalty of his heinous crime. 
State’s prison was about to swallow him 
up for a term of years. It was no won- 
der that he dropped his head upon his 
breast. 

“So say you all, gentlemen of the 
jury?” asked the clerk. 

All twelve men, who held the fate of 
the would-be rapist. in their hands, 
nodded their heads. 

Prosecuting Attorney Kirk arose. “I 
would move that an immediate sentence 
þe passed upon, the defendant,’’ said he. 

“I would like the matter to be de- 
ferred for two or three days,” said An- 
drew Gibson, who was the defendant’s 
attorney. 

“Why so?” asked the court. 

“Well, I would like to make a further 
showing,’ said the attorney. 

The prosecuting attorney, however, 
insisted, and Lewis was ordered to 
stand up. He arose. 

“Have you anything to say why sen- 
tence should not be imposed upon you,” 
asked the court. 

Lewis simiply shook this head. He was 
silent. 

“I do not propose to give you a lec- 
ture,” said His Honor. ‘‘There is prob- 
ably nothing that I can say that will do 


you 


you any good. You have been convict- 


ed of a very grave offense. 
the most heinous of crimes. 
committed the full offense it ‘would have 
meant. a life sentence. That. you did 
not succeed is not your e. The max- 
imum for the offense with which you 
are charged is ten years. It is a: mild 
statute. I cannot see any mitigating 
circumstances in your case. I know of 
nothing that appeals to mercy. It is the 
one offense of all others in which every- 
thing must be done to bring the guilty 
parties to justice, and they must be put 
somewhere where they cannot do it. 
While there is no ill will on my part, I 
feel it is my duty to impose the full pen- 
alty. (At this point Lewis heaved a 
sigh that could be heard half way across 
the court room.) My sentence is that 
you be confined in the state’s prison for 
a term of ten years.” 

Lewis’ old father had sat through the 

trial on the front seat, and as the sen- 
tence -was uttered he reached ‘over and 
shook hands with his son and bade him 
good-bye, probably never to see him 
again. The old man’s time to die will 
come before the son is released from 
prison. 
It was ascertained from one of the 
they had been discharged, 
that it had only taken one ballot. to find 
Lewis guilty, although they had re- 
mained out for fifteen minutes.

NEW YORK, March 8.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Manila says: Gen. 
Hale determined this morning to cleat 
away the enemy from the front of the 
right of his wing. 

The gunboat Laguna de Bay, under 
Maj. Grant, began shelling the enemy’s 
position. Two companies of the Twen- 
tieth infantry and three companies of 
the First Nebraska, under Col. Staten- 
burg, swung in from the road to the 
water works, driving the insurgents 
toward the Pasig river. 

The First Wyoming advanced direct- 
ly on the insurgent position in front. 
Meanwhile the Laguna de Bay pounded 
the foe from the river. Thus taken on 
three sides, the insurgents, after some 
resistance, were driven back. 

Capt. J. D. O’Brien, of the First Wy- 
oming, was shot in the wrist, and Maj. 
Bell, of the bureau of information, was 
slightly wounded. Complete reports of 
the wounded are not yet in. Gen. Hale 
estimates the enemy’s loss at 250. 

‘At the time of sencing this dispatch 
the Wyoming troops occupy an ad- 
vanced position. 

The insurgents opened fire across the 
river from Guadaloupe, killing Private 
Lovejoy, of Co. C, First Washington, 
and wounding two others.

The lottery was an out and 
out skin, and after the war began it 
dropped all pretense of fair dealing 
and boldly repudiated its obligations. 
Nevertheless these wretched people 
persisted’ in buying the worthless 
pasteboards, and would make the most 
astonishing sacrifices to that end. As 
an illustration, I recall a reconcen- 
trado who had a family of five people. 
They were all literally starving, and 
were living skeletons. I gave the old 
man half a dollar and told him to get 
some megl. Instead of doing so he 
immediately invested the entire 
amount in two fractional lottery tick- 
ets. At the time the whole family had 
had no food of any kind for nearly 
forty-eight hours. When I reproached 
him the old fellow merely whined, but 
when I tried to tear up the tickets he 
fought likè a mad cat. The lottery 
business was. the one thing, I think, 
that in any way cooled Miss Barton’s 
ardor for the Cubans. She has a sin- 
cere abhorrence for gambling in any 
form, and when she found that every 
one of her pensioners was a:full-blown 
lottery fiend she was profoundly 
shocked. I could hardly help laughing. 
What the poorer Cubans will do with- 
out their pet vice I don’t know... It 
was the one thing that seemed to give 
them stamina enough to keep alive.”

While there is no ill will on my part, I 
feel it is my duty to impose the full pen- 
alty. (At this point Lewis heaved a 
sigh that could be heard half way across 
the court room.) My sentence is that 
you be confined in the state’s prison for 
a term of ten years.” 

Lewis’ old father had sat through the 
trial on the front seat, and as the sen- 
tence -was uttered he reached over and 
shook hands with his son and bade him 
good-bye, probably never to see him 
again. The old man’s time to die will 
come before the son is released from 
prison. 

It was ascertained from one of the 
jury after they had been discharged, 
that it had only taken one ballot to find 
Lewis guilty, although they had re- 
mained out for fifteen minutes.

A task of no small magnitude which 
wi:] confront the American authorities 
ta Cuba will be the stamping out of 
the lottery mania that prevails to per- 
haps a greater extent there than any- 
where else in the world, says the New 
Orleans Times-Democrat. It was one 
of the bugbears of the Red Cross com- 
mission, and a gentleman connected 
with the relief work at Matanzas told 
some amusing stories on the subject 
during a recent visit to this city. “At 
the outset,” he said, “we gave a good 
deal of actual money to the starving 
| reconcentrados, who begged most pit- 
eously for it on one pretext or an- 
other. But before long we learned 
that every copper ‘went for lottery 
tickets. The lottery was an out and 
out skin, and after the war began it 
‘dropped all pretense of fair dealing 
and boldly repudiated its obligations. 
‘Nevertheless these wretched people 
persisted’ in buying the worthless 
pasteboards, and would make the most 
astonishing sacrifices to that end. As 
an illustration, I recall a reconcen- 
trado who had a family of five people. 
They were all literally starving, and 
were living skeletons. I gave the old 
man half a dollar and told him to get 
some megl. Instead of doing so he 
‘{mmediately invested the entire 
amount in two fractional lottery tick- 
ets. At the time the whole family had 
had no food of any kind for nearly 
forty-eight hours. When I reproached 
| him the old fellow merely whined, but 
when I tried to tear up the tickets he 
fought Jike a mad cat. The lottery 
‘business was the one thing, I think, 
that in any way cooled Miss Barton’s 
ardor for the Cubans. She has a sin- 
cere abhorrence for gambling in any 
form, and when she found that every 
one of her pensioners was a- full-blown 
lottery fiend she was profoundly 
shocked.

Harry Hunt Writes of Uncle Sams 
Proteges, 

(Continued from Monday’s Issue.) 

In regard to the Cubans people say: 
“Why don’t they go to work and raise 
stuff for themselves?” But how can 
they? How are they to live while it is 
growing? Where are they to get seed, 
mules or implements? In addition, the 
land is overgrown with bush and grass 
from two to twelve feet high, which 
must be broken. Their crops and their 
buildings have been destroyed time and 
time again until they have ro ambition 
to try again, and they cannot he 
blamed. There are, however, a number 
who are clearing off the old places and 
starting again, but it is a long, tedious 
job. You must bear in mind that there 
are a few who are not so badly off, but 
they are sadly in the minority. The Cu- 
bans have one trait which even their 
friends cannot overlook. They are the 
most inveterate thieves you ever saw, 
would ‘‘steal a penny from a dead man’s 
eyes,” as the saying goes. There is one 
good thing about them, however, they 
are very free-hearted and will give or 
trade almost anything they have. They 
have many customs ‘which seem rather 
queer to us; for instance, if you ask 
them for water—aqua—they will offer 
you wine or rum, if they have it, and al- 
most the first thing they will do when 
you engage in conversation with them is 
to give you a cigarette. On the whole 
it is my opinion that they are much 
more to be pitied than blamed. 

A party of the Cuban soldiers rode 
into camp the other day and reported 
to Col. Gardener that they had had an 
engagement with guerrillas near Rod- 
rigo and had killed or captured three. 
It was in the afternoon, and they said 
that they had had nothing to eat since 
the night before, so Col. Gardener or- 
dered them fed. They all carried ma- 
chetes, knives and guns of all des:zrip- 
tions. 

How do we like it here? Well, that is 
hard to say. When asked that ques- 
tion we generally answer as we happen 
to feel at the time. There is one thing, 
however, we don’t get any too much to 
eat. I spent this morning washing my 
clothes. It was not a very pleasant job. 
You know we only have to go about 
four miles in the broiling sun to do our 
washing. We are not allowed to use

Well, I must end this epistle. The 
paymaster has arrived and we are to be 
paid.
